On 11/27/03, Captain O. A. J0)|IT:S, Forgery Detail, 
advised that he was ranlllar with calls received by the 
Reveread WILLIA Ml IJO^iES and that the situation had been handled 
by LT. BOJJ WINTlllS in the Northeast Bubiitatlon of the Radio 
Patrol Division.'

On 11/27/63, LT. BOB WINTOIS advised that apparently 
the Reverend W1L1.1AM HOLMES had prepitred a tai>e at KRLD~T? and 
had coiDoiented on some cheering which had occu]*red, reportedly " 
at a school. In Dallas, after the school heard of the news of 
President KENNEDY'S assassination. 

LT. WlhTTERS stated that he had intei*vlewed Reverend 
HOLMES personally and the Incident hud apparently occurred In 
eleaentary school. Reverend HOIMES liad told \flNT£RS he would 
not disclose the eource of his inforualloa, claiwiug a professional 
relationship In that regard. HOLMES clalwod Ills source was 
unlwpeachable . VINTERS stated in connection with this natter, 
that after HOLMES had appeared on television that be had receivtsi 
about thlrty-five to forty calLu at the liOLMEXi residence, four 
or five In potest against what he had said and the remainder 
apparently .Agreeing with him. Xn addition, VINTERS advised that • 
JIM UNDER lyWD, of JGRLD television, had told WINTERS that the 
station, after the tape appeared, had received 300 to 400 calls 
protesting the statements of Reverend HOLMES. 

' WINTERS advised that none of the calls to his knowledge 
■'based on Information furnished to him by Revea-end HOLMES and ' 

. UNDERWOOD, had contained any thi'eat to HOLMES.. He stated that 
the situation being what it was iu Dallas at the present tl:
